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Some Modern Aspects of Geology. 


Within recent years there seems to 


have been infused into almost every do- 
main of physical science a fresh life. 
Through gradually acquired generaliza- 
tions higher points of view have been 
reached; old notions have been discarded 
for newer and broader ones. Professor 
Langley tells us of the "new astron- 
omy;" the doctrine of the conservation 
of energy has given us a new physics; 
evolution, a new biology; and the study 
of carbon compounds, a new chemistry. 
So, too, the application of the microscope 
to the study of rocks has given us a new 
geology. 
The recent development in the science 


of the earth consists of the return to the 
work begun by its earliest pioneers. The 
old petrographers were right. 
If we 


would know the life history of our plane* 
we must learn the origin, structural re- 
lations and composition of our rocks. 
We must discover the forces—chemical 
and physical—which work in and upon 
them, and wo must see how they work 


As I have already said, the early geolo- 


gists had full faith m the importance of 
their labors, but they were forced to 
abandon them by a lack of methods and 
appliances suitable to cope with the diffi- 
culties presented. Today this importance 
is net diminished, but rather increased, 
by what has been accomplished along 
other hues. If we can renew the attack 
upon the old questions with improved 
weapons, the rewards of victory are as 
promising as ever. It is believed that 
such weapons are now in our hands, and 
the hope of success is almost daily at- 
tracting fresh and earnest workers to 
the ranks from every land.—Professoi 
George IL Williams In Popular Science

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Oriental Justice. 


Dr. Henry M. Scudder relates a cose 


of Oriental justice that could hardly b« 
outdone for sharp and subtle discrim- 
inations.

The judge ex 
cmined the case and decided thus: "The 
leg that had the oil rag on it was hurt, 
the cat could not use that leg—in fact, il 
held up that leg and ran with the other 
threo legs. The three unhurt legs there- 
fore carried the fire to the cotton, and 
are alone culpable. The injured leg is 
not to be blamed. The three partner* 
who owned the three legs with which 
the cat ran to the cotton will pay thf 
whole value of the bales to the partnei 
who was the proprietor of the injured 
leg."—Once a "Week.

In tba coarse of • few days tbe Western 


Union Telegraph Company will inaugurate 
s, revolution in tbe system ol transmitting 
tiiae from a central point which bids fair 
to soon rival tbe gigaotio proportions of 
the ttUgraph or telaphooe systems ol 
the Hulled States. Toe ides is to transmit 
daily, or as many times a day as required, 
tb* correct time to each individnal clock 
under the jurisdiction of the system. 
Tbe 


* clock* are also self-winding; that is, from 


year's end to year's end no band need 
toncb them, tbe whole machinery being 
run by the wires of the Western Union. 
The self-windiog of tha clock may be 
briefly explained.

Bad no difficulty in breaking jail and the 
40 priioneis would have given the police • 
lively hunt over the country. Starke, it 
wilt be remembered, attempted to break 
jail about a month ago, with a number of 
confederates, and had almost succeeded 
when their plans were discovered, their 
tools found and destroyed. 


When Starks reached Sing Sing Prison 


be was immediately recognized by Warden 
Brush as an olJ jail-bird.
